ALBERTA GRAIN, 


The following letter received from 
Mr. Saunders, director of experimental 
farms, in reply to one sent him by 
Mr. Isaac Cowie with samples of 
grain collected in the vicinity cf Ed- 
monton, is of interest not only to 
present settlers but also to those con- 
templating settling here, as proof, from 
an indis sputable source, of the quality 
of grain which can be grown in this 
district. The fourteen. samples refer- 
red to by Mr. Saunders are portions of 
the same samples as those forwarded 
for grading to Inspector Horn of Win- 
nipeg, and his corroborative report as to 
their quality was published in the 
BuLLeTIN under date of March Isf. 


These samples, as was then anertiacels 
were not picked qualities, bus were 
taken without preference, and may 
be considered. not as specimens of the 
best, but of the average crop. 

“Duar Mr. Cow: I have to 
thank you, which I do sincerely, for 
the very fine samples of grain which 
you have sent me from your Edmonton 
district. I have received 14 bays 
through the mail and on examination 
we find them very good. All the 
samples of red fife are above- the 
average—that of Wm. Walker, 64} 
lbs., per bushel ; Andrew Walker's, 65 
lbs.; John W hiteon, st., 64 Ibs.; Robt. 
Jennings’, 64} Ibs..; Mrs. Geo. ‘Atkin- 
son, 64 Ihs; Robert Jennings’, (on old 
land) 64} Ibs.; Thos. Daly, 65 Ibs.; 
James Daly, 65 ‘Ibs. ; J. A, McPherson, 
65 lbs.; and A. McLay, 654 lbs. The 
last was a fine sample of fall wheat. 
The sample of Ladoga wheat from Mr. 
L. A. Guenette, weighed 65 lbs. per 
bushel. These weiguts are all unusual- 
ly high aud indicate that your season 
has been exceedingly favorable for the 
therovgh maturing of this excellent 
variety of grain. 

As the officers of the Imperial in- 

stitute are very anxious to have their 
Ee early, we were obliged to get 


theirs ready as soon as possible and 
the cases were sent off some three 
weeks ago. We have now, however, 
instructions to prepare a choice lot of 
samples to send to Stockholm, to be 
shown there during the exhibition, and 
I shall take the liberty of dividing 
these samples you have sent so as to 
make two exhibits from them, sending 
one lot to Stockholm and reserving the 
other sampies to forward to Londen at 
the first opportunity. 

I thank you very much for the 
trouble you have taken in this matter 
| and am glad be able to forward such 
| good examples of the grain from your

Charcoal, the Indian murderer, waa 
hanged at Macleod on the Mth inst. The | 
crimes for which he paid the extreme 
penalty of the law were two in number. 
First the sheoting of an Indian who had 
done nothing more unusual than violate the 
second precept of the 10th commandment ; 
and secondly the murder of Sergt. Wilde, of 
the N. W. M. P., while resisting arrest. 
Charcoal met his death with true Indian 
stoicism, and as Chief Crow Eagle remarked, 
‘*he died like a Blackfoot brave.” The ex- 
ecution created but little excitement or 
interest among the Indians on the reserve. 


A despatch from Athens says: There 
is no longer any doubt but that secret 
negotiations are proceeding between 
King George of Greece and the Russian 
government. Russia is undoubtly play- 
Ing a two faced game with Turkey and 
the combined powers. There is a dis- 
tinct understanding that, when the | 
Greek army crosses the frontier, Russia 
will find some pretext to seize Constan- 
tinople and, in the general fighting 
which is sure to follow, Greece will be 
allowed to seize Macedonia, with the 
Czar’s promise in advance, that she will 
be permitted to retain that province. |

press states, that, while he was at the 
camps of the insurgents at Rio Hands, 
two Spanish delegates appointed by 
their government to make propositions 


| of peace on a basis of reform and parti- 


al self-government, were received, and 
on making their mission known, Gen. 
tivere gave them to understand 
politely though decisively that he 
could not hear of any proposition for 
peace on any basis other than the in- | 
dependence of Cuba. During the 
conversation Gen. Rivere showed the 
delegates the printed order of Gen. 
Gomez ordering shot all who proposed 
peace on any other terms but inde- 
pendence, and on the delegates leay- 
ing camp, they were given a written 
order under Gen. Rivere’s signature, 
stating that hereafter all emissaries 
proposing peace under any scheme of 
autonomy or local reforms would be | 
tried and shot.
